It requires a hop, skip and a jump

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Easter Message 


Easter is our greatest Christian feast day because 
Jesus rose from the dead. Had He not risen from 
the dead and convinced His disciples and others that 
He was alive after He had died on the cross and been 
laid away in the tomb, the Christian religion would 
not have come into existence. St. Paul put it clearly 
enough: “If Christ be not risen then is our preaching 
vain, and your faith is also vain.” No. Christianity 
is not founded on mere memories of an historical 
person who once taught with power, lived a perfect 
life in God’s sight and men’s, and claimed to be a 
Messiah. It is based on the experience of men who 
had known Him in life and knew Him as living 
afterwards. That is, they actually saw Him alive 
after Calvary. Again St. Paul is on record to this 
effect: ‘‘He was seen by Cephas, then by the twelve 
and then by more than five hundred.” 


Moreover, the disciples knew that Christ was risen 
not only because they saw Him, but because they 
continued to know Him spiritually and have associa- 


has never rested entirely on the accounts of the empty 
tomb, nor on physical sight. 


They were sure that it was through this living 
Christ they had entered upon a new relationship with 
God, had known forgivenness and release from sin 


and now experienced a new life of reconciliation 
with God.

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Cathedral Deans 
To Gather Here 


Cathedral Deans from all over the 
United States will converge on Grace 
Cathedral, San Francisco, on April 23 for 
the fourth annual “Dean’s Conference” 
which will be held for the first time away 
from the East Coast. The announcement 
was made by the Very Rev. Julian Bart- 
lett, Dean of Grace Cathedral, who will 
be host at the three-day conference with 
the Very Rev. James A. Pike and the Very 
Rev. Francis B. Sayre. 


According to Dean Bartlett, the con- 
ference was established four years ago by 
Dean Pike of the Cathedral of St. John- 
the-Divine in New York City (and Cali- 
fornia’s coadjutor Bishop-elect ) and Dean 
Sayre of Washington Cathedral, with the 
idea that it would alternately meet in New 
York and Washington. Last year, at Dean 
Bartlett’s suggestion, it was decided to 
make the affair a “three-cornered” one, 
with meetings being held every three years 
in San Francisco. 

Purpose of the conference is to allow 
the deans to explore together various as- 
pects of Cathedral administration, and the 
role of the dean of the Cathedral in the 
life of his community. Churchmen have 
often pointed out that the place of the 
Cathedral in American society is some- 
what anomalous, and it is the hope of 
clarifying some of the goals of Cathedral 
establishment that the conferences are 
held. With more than 60 Cathedral Deans 
in the United States, it is expected that 
45 to 50 of them will be present for the 
conference. 


Convention Backs Bishop’s 
School Tax Statement 


A resolution supporting Bishop Block’s 
published stand against the imposition of 
state property taxes on non-profit schools 
was passed by a large majority at the re- 
cent convention of the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia. 


The vote was 153 to 26. Introduced by 
the Diocesan Department of Christian 
Education, the resolution called upon “all 
members of the Church as well as ail citi- 
zens to defeat this measure decisively at 
the polls.” It also endorsed the program 
initiated by the Rev. Kenneth W. Cary, 
priest of the Diocese of Los Angeles, and 
called “Protestants United Against Tax- 
ing Schools.” 

The controversial measure, which will 
be on the November ballot by initiative 
action, would make California the only 
state in the union to impose such taxes 
upon non-profit schools. Hardest hit if the 
measure were passed would be church-

Largely Built by Volunteer Labor 


A monument to the devotion to his 
Church of one parishioner at St. John’s 
Church in Oakland is the new St. John’s 
rectory which was occupied in February 
by the Rev. Corwin Calavan and his fam- 
ily. The beautiful home, valued at approxi- 
mately $53,000, was built almost entirely 
by volunteer labor, and largely by that of 
Stuart Hill, Oakland fireman and a mem- 
ber of the Church. 


As a city fireman, Mr. Hill has every 
other day free, and for the past year or 
more he has given all of these days to the 
construction of the house, assisted by 
other men in the parish who could 4 
free time.

low. Mr. Hill said that his work was 
dedicated as an “act of thanksgiving for 
what the Church means to me.” 


related schools, largely Episcopalian, Luth- 
eran, Seventh-day Adventist and Roman 
Catholic. Bishop Block had opposed the 
measure in a public statement some 
months ago. 


Special dedication services for the new 
home, which contains 4400 square feet, 
were held on March 9. The congregation 
had an opportunity to see the house at 
that time, and at an open house on March 
23. The house is built upon land which 
was originally purchased for additional 
parking. It was later found that the addi- 
tional parking would still be possible, and 
the house is reached by a driveway which 
runs past the parking lot. 

Plans for the house began last year at 
a parish dinner, at which parishioners 
“bought” square feet of the floor plan from 
a map which had been prepared. About 
$4000 was raised in this way, and the 
balance has been raised in gifts and 
presents since. While the house is valued 
at more than $50,000, volunteer labor and 
donated materials have kept the actual 
cost to the congregation at only $24,700! 
In addition to Mr. Hill, more than 70 men 
of the Church gave some of their free 
time to the project, and many East Bay 
firms donated materials ranging from steel 
and wallboard to light switches and deco- 
rator’s fabrics. The latter were donated by 
Mrs. Arthur Mauerhan, a member of the 
parish, who has also donated similar items 
generously to the Church Divinity School 
of the Pacific. .

Trinity Church, Hayward, Makes Move 
As First Step Toward New Plant 


Work began in March upon the con- 
struction of a new parish hall, the first 
unit in the proposed new plant for Trin- 
ity Church in Hayward. The new plant, 
which will also be upon a new site, will be 
located on a four-acre hill between D and 
Hill streets in Hayward. The site is about 
two miles from the Church’s present loca- 
tion on Castro Street. 

According to the Rev. John Luther, rec- 
tor of the Church, the present nave and 
large parish hall will be moved the two- 
mile distance to become the temporary 
nucleus of the new and expanded Church. 
In order to accomplish this, the Church 
building is being cut into two forty-foot 
units, after which the roof will be raised 
with cranes and the first section moved 
“out from under.” Next step will be to 
move that section of the roof and to re- 
place it. When this has been accom- 
plished, the same process will be gone 
through again with the second section, 
until finally the whole Church is re-assem- 
bled on the new site! Much of the work 
for the move has been accomplished 
through the use of donated labor. The 
buildings have been on their present site 
between sixty and seventy years. 

When the new parish hall is completed, 
next step will be to build the new nave. 
Designs, prepared by Architects Donald 
Smith rl Chester Treichel, show a beau- 
tiful church in the contemporary style, 
with the triangle, symbol of the Holy Trin- 
ity, repeated in the roof line, and again 
and again through the building. The par- 


ish hall will be attached, and reached by a 
covered walkway. Contractor on the build- 
ing operation is N. T. Lewis. 

The Rev. Mr. Luther pointed out that 
the parish, like the city in which it is 
located, has been growing for several years, 
and has more than outgrown its present 
facilities. Need for expansion was dem- 
onstrated, he said, on Sunday, February 23, 
when Bishop Block was present to con- 
firm 47 persons. An attendance estimated 
at 350 persons crowded into the present 
nave which has a seating capacity of only 
250! The Church currently has a building 
fund drive under way to raise the needed 
funds. 


Alcohol Rehab House 
Purchase Plans Told 


First step in the establishment of an 
Alcoholic Rehabilitation House in San 
Francisco was taken in early March when 
members of the board of directors voted 
to take an option to buy a large house at 
the corner of Steiner and Fell streets to be 
used for the center. At the same time, the 
board agreed to begin a campaign for 
funds to make the purchase possible. 

The house, which will hold about 50 
alcoholic men, will be run as a Diocesan- 
affiliated organization, by an incorporated 
board.

Trinity Church, Hayward, Makes Move 
As First Step Toward New Plant 


Work began in March upon the con- 
struction of a new parish hall, the first 
unit in the proposed new plant for Trin- 
ity Church in Hayward. The new plant, 
which will also be upon a new site, will be 
located on a four-acre hill between D and 
Hill streets in Hayward. The site is about 
two miles from the Church’s present loca- 
tion on Castro Street. 

According to the Rev. John Luther, rec- 
tor of the Church, the present nave and 
large parish hall will be moved the two- 
mile distance to become the temporary 
nucleus of the new and expanded Church. 
In order to accomplish this, the Church 
building is being cut into two forty-foot 
units, after which the roof will be raised 
with cranes and the first section moved 
“out from under.” Next step will be to 
move that section of the roof and to re- 
place it. When this has been accom- 
plished, the same process will be gone 
through again with the second section, 
until finally the whole Church is re-assem- 
bled on the new site! Much of the work 
for the move has been accomplished 
through the use of donated labor. The 
buildings have been on their present site 
between sixty and seventy years. 

When the new parish hall is completed, 
next step will be to build the new nave. 
Designs, prepared by Architects Donald 
Smith and Chester Treichel, show a beau- 
tiful church in the contemporary style, 
with the triangle, symbol of the Holy Trin- 
ity, repeated in the roof line, and again 
and again through the building. The par- 


ish hall will be attached, and reached by a 
covered walkway. Contractor on the build- 
ing operation is N. T. Lewis. 

The Rev. Mr. Luther pointed out that 
the parish, like the city in which it is 
located, has been growing for several years, 
and has more than outgrown its present 
facilities. Need for expansion was dem- 
onstrated, he said, on Sunday, February 23, 
when Bishop Block was present to con- 
firm 47 persons. An attendance estimated 
at 350 persons crowded into the present 
nave which has a seating capacity of only 
250! The Church currently has a building 
re drive under way to raise the needed 


Alcohol Rehab House 
Purchase Plans Told 


First step in the establishment of an 
Alcoholic Rehabilitation House in San 
Francisco was taken in early March when 
members of the board of directors voted 
to take an option to buy a large house at 
the corner of Steiner and Fell streets to be 
used for the center. At the same time, the 
board agreed to begin a campaign for 
funds to make the purchase possible. 

The house, which will hold about 50 
alcoholic men, will be run as a Diocesan- 
affiliated organization, by an incorporated 
board. Not a hospital, the house will serve 
simply as a “home” for men who are re- 
covering from alcoholism, as they begin to 
relate to society, find jobs, and otherwise 
fit themselves into the community.

First Year for Cathedral Boys’ School 


Story of Beginning, Future Plans, 
As School Lays Groundwork for Coming Year 


By MARGO PATTERSON DOSS 


In this time of re-evaluation of educa- 
tion, the question “How does a church 
school begin?” is fairly pertinent. 

The Cathedral School for Boys, which 
opened its doors on September 10, 1957, 
on the Grace Cathedral Close, can provide 
one contemporary answer. This answer 
may be common, for that matter, to all 
time. For the school actually began as all 
schools must, with an awareness of a need 
in the community. 

The need expressed itself in various 
ways. From time to time during the last 
ten years, newcomers have telephoned the 
Cathedral offices to inquire if there were 
a church sponsored school in the city. Long 
time residents have asked various members 
of the clergy why there were none. As the 
population has increased, and as parents 
have become more concerned and knowl- 
edgeable about the curricula of other 
schools, the inquiries have become more 
frequent. 

Bishop Block has long been known as 
a champion of church-sponsored schools 
and has often commented on the contri- 
bution to education to be made by them. 


As the need, and the awareness of it, 
grew greater, San Francisco was fortunate 
in the arrival of the very Rev. C. Julian 
Bartlett, Dean of Grace Cathedral. Unless 
there are forceful men of decision to put 
ideas into action, needs often go unful- 
filled. The Dean soon proved himself to 
be such a forceful man. In the spring of 
1956, he sent Canon David R. Forbes and 
Choirmaster Richard Purvis to interview 
the authorities at St. Paul’s Cathedral in 
Los Angeles, where a choir school started 
in 1956. 

Canon Forbes and Mr. Purvis soon dis- 
covered that it costs money to start a 
school. 


Was the need great enough to call forth 
the expenditure it would require? 


Committee Is Formed 


A committee of the Chapter of Grace 
Cathedral was appointed in December of 
1956 to explore this question. On this 
committee were George Livermore, Dr. 
Crawford Bost, Mrs: Howard Naffziger, 
Mr. Henry Kaiser, Jr., and Mr. Purvis and 
Canon Forbes. The committee canvassed 
the clergy and as many laymen as possible. 


In March, 1957, it submitted a report. The 
answer was a strong affirmative. 

It became apparent in ensuing conver- 
sations with church people that there was 
an eagerness for a boy’s school. On Mon- 
day, May 6, at a luncheon at the Fairmont, 
the Dean gathered a group of people who 
had expressed their interest in the school. 
Among them were George Livermore, 
Mrs. Thomas Carr Howe, Mrs. John 
Hooper, Mrs. Houston Hill, Jr., Mrs. J. 
Vance Huckins, Mrs. Edmond Gillette, 
Mr. Purvis, Canon Forbes and Dean Sher- 
man Johnson of C.D.S.P. 

This group recruited other interested 
young women, among them Mrs. Charles 
Lowrey, Mrs. Burnett Britton, Mrs. John 
Whinham Doss, Mrs. Thayer Hopkins, 
Mrs. Stuart W. Morshead, Mrs. William 
Orrick, Jr., Mrs. Chauncey McKeever, Mrs. 
John Redington, Mrs. Charles Russeil, 
Mrs. G. Howland Myer, and Mrs. Carl 
Tamblyn, who soon met to consider ways 
of raising funds for a school. They named 
Mrs. Hill and Mrs. Lowrey acting co- 
chairmen for one of the quickest money- 
raising events San Francisco has seen re- 
cently. 


$15,000 Needed 


It was May. The Cathedral Chapter had 
said it would approve the school if $15,000 
were assured to finance the first year of 
Operation. 

“If the community wants this school, 
we must raise $15,000,” the Dean chal- 
lenged the young women, “and we must 
do it before the next chapter meeting, if 
we are to do it at all this year.” 

The chapter meeting was three weeks 
away. 

By the first of June, the money was 
underwritten and the school was almost 
tangible. The first of many news announce- 
ments appeared in the morning dailies on 
June 20, 1957, following an announce- 
ment in the June issue of the PACIFIC 
CHURCHMAN. 

“Extensive renovation of Cathedral 
House on the Grace Cathedral Close on 
Nob Hill is now under way to accommo- 
date the new Cathedral School for Boys 
which will open September 10. Already 
completed is a playground in the corner 
of Jones and California Streets which for- 
—_ contained tennis courts,” one story 
said. 

Another pointed out that “In establish- 
ing such a school Grace Cathedral will be 


following the pattern already set by the 
great Cathedral institutions on the East 
Coast, particularly at Washington, D. C., 
and in New York City.” 

The summer saw a flurry of activity in 
several directions. A board of trustees was 
named, consisting of Mr. P. Tremain Loud, 
chairman, and Canon Forbes, vice chair- 
man; Dr. Crawford Bost, Mrs. John Whin- 
ham Doss, Mr. Edmond Gillette, Jr., Mr. 
Thayer Hopkins, Mr. George Koster, Mr. 
Chauncey McKeever, Mr. Stuart W. Mor- 
shead, Mrs. Herbert Nadai, Mrs. William 
H. Orrick, Jr., Mrs. John Redington, and 
Mr. Richard Tully. 


Rooms Remodeled 


The remodeling of two rooms in Cathe- 
dral House at 1051 Taylor Street to meet 
city standards for school rooms was com- 
pleted. To finance it, the Chapter took a 
loan which the young women, initially 
called the Sponsors, agreed to stand by. 

(The opening night benefit of the Ca- 
nadian National Ballet on April 11 at War 
Memorial Opera House is being held by 
this group of young women, now called 
an Auxiliary, to pay the loan for remodel- 
ing. ) 

Finaily, and perhaps most important, 
teachers were hired. Mrs. Henry C. Dyer, 
fourth grade teacher, came forth from the 
congregation at the Cathedral while visit- 
ing in San Francisco, in response to a 
notice in the Chimes. Mr. Anthony Van 
Dyke Chapin, fifth grade teacher, was sent 
by friends. Both have excellent and com- 
plementary educational backgrounds. Mrs. 
Dyer had taught for years in private 
schools of Portland and was certified for 
both Oregon and California schools. Mr. 
Chapin had studied at Exeter and Harvard 
and brought a wide acquaintanceship of 
preparatory techniques of teaching to- 
gether with great enthusiasm. Canon 
Forbes was named acting headmaster. 

Sponsors telephoned prospective pa- 
rents, wrote news releases, composed let- 
ters and talked with friends. Summers in 
San Francisco, when many people go va- 
cationing, are notably slow—but by open- 
ing day, there were eleven students. 


The First Students 


They came timidly and hesitantly to the 
Chapel of Grace that morning, four boys,

What the School Offers 


Now that it exists, what does it offer 
that makes it unique in San Francisco? 

First, and most important to many pa- 
rents, is the traditional curriculum which 
is planned to allow any boy to transfer in 
grade to schools throughout the country. 
It has been the experience of many pa- 
rents that children lose one, and some- 
times more grades when transferring to 
Eastern schools from those of the West. 
It is the aim of the Cathedral School to 
avoid this by careful personal instruction 
for each boy in the basic skills, reading, 
writing, and arithmetic. 

Secondly, there is religious instruction

The symbolism of the seal employs the 
Cross of St. Andrew as the central theme. 
This X-shaped cross is found in early 
Christian legends as being the type of 
cross upon which Andrew the Apostle was 
put to death. According to the legend, 
St. Andrew requested that he be not cru- 
cified upright because he was not worthy 
to follow his Master in this fashion. 

The seal also bears the date “1957,” 
which was the year of the organization of 
the new Church. Bishop Block officially 
declared the congregation organized on 
June 1, 1957. 

When reproduced in color, this seal 
will show the cross in red with black bor- 
der and the framing and lettering of the 
seal in black.

Wildflower Show, ‘Only One in World’, 


When the Fifth Annual Carmel Valley 
Wildflower Show at Tularcitos Audito- 
rium opens its doors April 19 at 10 a.m., 
for a one-day show, it will be the first time 
in history that an exhibition of this un- 
usual type has been sponsored by a church 
organization. 

‘This year’s Wildflower Festival, the 
only one in the world, is sponsored by a 
wildflower festival committee of the par- 
ish of St. Dunstan’s Episcopal Church, one 
of the newer missions in the Diocese of 
California. 

The exhibition this year promises to 
outstrip all previous ones in size, elabo- 
rateness of luis and unusual exhibits, 
according to Clyde Robin, Carmel Valley 
botanist, who founded the show five years 
ago. 

In addition to more than 1000 varieties 
of wildflowers, plants, shrubs and ferns, 
the show will feature four “Mystery 
Plants” carrying a $100 prize for the per- 
son first to identify them; a Swamp Ban- 
heia that is being flown in especially 
from Australia by Pan American World 
Airways; seedlings of the “Dawn Red- 
wood,” believed to have been extinct for 
many years but discovered growing rfe- 
cently in the interior of China; a special 
display of wildflowers from Hawaii, also 
flown to the States especially for this ex- 
hibition; and some plants expected from 
Japan and Korea. 

The show will be open for one day only, 
Saturday, April 19, from 10 a.m. to 9 p.m.

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of appeal that this school of refresher 
courses for the clergy offers to almost 200 
men a year in the Eighth Province and 
even beyond its borders. 

The other outstanding period of inter- 
est about which I am happy to gossip 
briefly is my trip to the Southwest. But 
first I must pay proper heed to the beau- 
tiful Service of Dedication in which I was 
privileged to participate at St. Matthew's 
Church in San Mateo in late February. I 
was greatly interested in the enlargement 
of the nave of that lovely shrine inasmuch 
as we did the same thing in the Church of 
St. Michael and St. George in St. Louis. 
In both cases the buildings were of stone 
and it required great engineering skill, I 
have no doubt, to conclude as difficult a 
project with such perfect execution. St. 
Matthew’s has always been a lovely church 
building, but it appears in retrospect to 
have been somewhat truncated. The en- 
larged nave gives it sweep and beauty and 
yet maintains its original feeling of inti- 
macy and excellent perspective. The par- 
ish house, which I had dedicated hitherto, 
is the legitimate envy of any rector who 
has a large number of children and young 
eo to educate in the folk ways of our 

loved Communion. Dr. Massey Shep- 


herd was the highly endowed and interest- 
ing speaker on the occasion and I am 
profoundly — for the outstanding 
leadership of the gifted priest who made 
this achievement possible by his wise and 
affectionate leadership. 

I have found in my recent experience 
that travel by air is not necessarily an aid 
to the development of Christian character. 
I left for El Paso in what seemed to be a 
natural daughter of “Audrey” or one of 
her sisters. For an hour our DC-6 seemed 
quite immature. It had all the antics of a 
DC-3 in an unusually turbulent area. My 
purpose in stopping in El Paso was to 
talk with the alumni and alumnae of Stan- 
ford University about our plans for the 
development of a Foundation there to look 
after our students more adequately. We 
have a very considerable Episcopal parish 
on the “Farm.” It numbers almost 1400. 
The dinner party scheduled was cut down 
in numbers by Asian flu, but devoted in- 
terest was indicated despite a natural con- 
sciousness of the need of support for local 
institutions of a similar type in the Texas 
area. 

I then flew to Lafayette, Louisiana, and 
motored to visit my very dear friends, the 
Frank Godchaux family.

holiday. Hours were spent in answeri 

a tremendous accumulation of mail, , 
since there was no clergyman in residence, 
I was happy to have the Holy Communion 
and preach for the mission of St. Paul in 
Abbeville. I left promptly on Sunday for 
Houston to fulfill a long promised en- 
gagement for Lenten preaching at Christ 
Church Cathedral. It was one of the most 
satisfactory experiences of my long min- 
istry. Knowing full well that church at- 
tendance is at a high level in the deep 
south, I was still quite unprepared for the 
crowds that came to the noonday services. 
I think it fair to say that on Friday it 
would have been difficult to have gotten 
any more seated in the ample spaces of the 
Cathedral. I must confess that I spent the 
least-Lenten experience gastronomically 
that I have ever known and I suspect that 
such fall from grace is taking its proper 
toll. I trust that the meaning of this is 
clear, despite the mixed metaphors. 


Again I addressed a group of graduates 
of Stanford and a few of U. C. at the 
Country Club, and again we were victims 
of unexpected illnesses. The visit gave me 
a wonderful opportunity to meet again my 
dear children in the Faith, Bishop and 
Mrs. Hines. I use this language unasham- 
edly because he generously introduced me 
publicly as his second father. The Bishop 
began his ministry with me in St. Louis 
and when he left he took from the parish 
one of the most winsome, charming, and 
efficient of the lovely young ladies of St. 
Michael’s. I was staggered to learn from 
him quite casually that the Diocese of 
Texas has 32 churches in the city of Hous- 
ton alone, and of these, Trinity has over 
2000 communicants as has St. Mark’s, and 
St. John-the-Divine, where I spoke to a 
day school of nearly 700 young people, 
has a list of 2628. I was privileged to 
speak to the Woman’s Auxiliary and the 
Men’s Association of the Cathedral and 
to renew acquaintance with a number of 
the former members of parishes in St. 
Louis and Roanoke, which I served a num- 
ber of years ago. I often wonder if we 
clergy can ever thank God adequately for 
the staggering compensations of our min- 
istry especially as they concern the endur- 
ing friendships which never seem to lose 
their luster and their sweet and abiding 
vitality. I know that it is devastating to be 
exposed for even a week to the “rounded 
phrase” of the Southerner, but I must con- 
fess that it is a type of intoxication which 
one enjoys and for which he is profoundly 
grateful. I suspect I am growing more 
sentimental as time marches on. Still I 
must confess that even though the trip 
home had only a fair amount of turbu- 
lence, I was happy when we touched 
gound in the Oakland airport after cut- 
ting through a thick overcast and I knew 
than in about half a hour I would be home. 
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ousness of the task imposed on them and 
this spirit of sober responsibility was 
manifest to the end. When the final ballot 
was announced it was most fitting that the 
Bishop should lead us all in earnest prayer 
for the Bishop-elect and for his weighty 
responsibilities as spiritual leader of one 
of the great dioceses of the Church.

It was won- 
derful to have Bishop Parsons with us and 
in such obvious good fettle.

Sorg is assured of capable and faithful 
support as she undertakes a work which is 
so significant for the welfare of the whole 
Diocese. It is her hope and prayer that in 
each and every church in the Diocese the 
Woman's Auxiliary will continue to grow 
both in numbers and in a greater realiza- 
tion of the vast potential in the full Aux- 
iliary program. 

Mrs. Shires accompanied me as we 
motored on the week end to Paso Robles 
for a confirmation service at St. James’ 
Parish on Sunday morning and at St. 
Luke’s, Atascadero, in the afternoon. We 
attended a happy birthday party on Sat- 
urday evening at the home of Mrs. Yeats 
in honor of her husband, Col. Yeats. The 
Yeats are wonderfully fine people and are 
happily and effectively dedicated to the 
parish and its work. The Rev. John Riley 
and his wife are a fine acquisition to the 
Diocese and already have won the affec- 
tion of their people at Paso Robles and 
Atascadero. I confirmed in both places. 
At Atascadero it is their hope that they 
may have assigned to them a full-time 
clergyman in June. At present they are 
meeting in a rented hall. 

From Monday to Friday of the week 
following, February 10-14, Bishop Block 
and I had joint leadership of a session of 
the School of the Prophets held at the 
Bishop’s Ranch. It was an exceedingly 
fruitful week for both the clergy and 
bishops. On Friday evening, after return- 
ing, I had the pleasure of going to Holy 
Innocents’, Corte Madera, for an evening 
confirmation. This parish is vitally alive 


and reflects the wise leadership of the Rev. 
Tod Ewald. Fr. Ewald is one of my former 
students, and a dear and valued friend. 

On Sunday, February 16, we had confir- 
mations scheduled for St. Patrick’s, El 
Cerrito, in the morning and at Grace 
Church, Martinez, in the afternoon. De- 
spite a large turnover, St. Patrick’s, under 
the Rev. John Ashey, the vicar, is making 
real progress. They have really done re- 
markably. More devoted and hard-work- 
ing lay people it would be hard to find. 
After confirming a well prepared class at 
St. Patrick’s, we confirmed another very 
large class at Grace Church, Martinez, in 
the afternoon for the Rev. William B. 
Carns. The Carns are both effective lead- 
ers in church life and have brought to the 
church new life and hope. The new loca- 
tion is most strategic for the future devel- 
opment of the church. 

The last Sunday in February it was my 
good pleasure to be with the Rev. Robert 
Challinor, one of my former students, at 
St. Andrew's, Oakland. This is a happy, 
integrated parish just beginning a new 
church building project. We confirmed a 
very good group of confirmands and after- 
ward I spoke to the congregation about my 
pleasure in their decision to provide an 
adequate church building for the growing 
congregation. We commend their efforts 
to the prayers of the Diocese.

three times a week and daily chapel. This 

year religious studies have been taught by 

the Rev. Gerald Skillicorn, curate of the 


church of St. Mary the Virgin. Next year, 
in the event of hiring a headmaster, Canon 
Forbes will teach religion. 

Finally, there is musical instruction by 
Mr. Richard Purvis, choirmaster and or- 
ganist of Grace Cathedral, and a renowned 
composer of organ music. Mr. Purvis 
teaches music weekly. Boys are also given 
the opportunity to sing in the Grace Cathe- 
dral Choir, one of the outstanding Boys’ 
Choirs in the United States. Seven of the 
students in the school have made the “var- 
sity choir.” 

In addition, there is a foreign language 
—French—taught this year by Mrs. Ger- 
ald Farley, and athletics, taught by Mr. 
Chapin. 

Harder to define is the closeness and 
warmth that students receive in the small 
classes. As one mother, Mrs. Thomas 
Fleming III, has said, “I can’t tell you how 
wonderful the school has been for Tommy, 
nor how much it means to us because he 
is happy there.”
